Re: Policy for Guidance of State and County Committeemen Regarding 
Release of Program Information to Farmers 


Since State, county, and community committcemen and employees in State 

and county offices are responsible for successful program administration, 
they are equally responsible for progran understanding on the part of 
farmers. Not only the farmer, but the general public as well is entitled to 
to receive timely factual information from you. Press and radio releases 
should be issued on al current programs authorized by Congress and adminis— 
tered by the U. S. Department of Agriculture through the State, county and 
community committees. 


The preparation and release to local daily and weekly newsppers, farm 
papers, and to radio stations of announcements of programs and facts con= 
cerning the administration of them should be made a regular part of the 
administrative work of State and county committees. In general, these 
releases should include: 


1. Amnouncements of new programs for which State and county 
committees are responsible. 
ae The purpose of the progrm. 
b. sts general provisions. 
co. How it will be administered locally. 
d. Where farmers cm obtain assistance. 


2. Frequent timely progress reports on programs administered by 
State and county committees. 
a. Number of farms participating, etc. 
b. General restatement of purposes and provisions of program, 
dates, where assistance available, etc. 


3. Final reports at end of program, or end of program year. 
a. Number of farms which participated. 
be Payments made, materials and services furnished, or extent 
of local assistance rendered. 
co General restatement of purposes and provisions of program, 
how administered, etc. 


4, County association election announcements.

5. Report of county association election results. 


6. Progress stories of individual farmers in using a soil~building 
practice or combination of practices, or a comparable story 
relative to other programs. 


7. Individual farmer experience with crop insurance when losses 
occurred. m 


Records, adequate for review of work done in this connection, or for 
preparation of reports, or for reference, shall’be maintained in State 
and county offices.
